Iii Halifax, there has been living for some 
time past, In the cns’odv of near relatives, a 
woman who, while unquestionably insane, is 
as avowedly self-cognizant of her affliction aa 
though it were the commonest physical indis­ 
position. 
Her general unreasonable demean­ 
or and frequent wild acts she herself attributes 
to lunacy; and while thus confessing her con­ 
scious dementia she is import u n a li^ o r the 
medical treatm ent to deliver her from n. Some 
days ago she escaped from lier guardians, and 
the circumstances of her recovery are thus 
described by the Halifax Chronicle: “A young 
man, while walking in the Tower Woods, ob­ 
served a woman's shawl lying about thirty 
yards from the Tower road. He looked around 
to see if the owner was near, and on closer 
inspection discovered a woman lying on the 
ground under some bushes. 
As he approach­ 
ed lier she partly arose and said, ‘I am crazy.’ 
Ile at once judged that she was the insane 
woman who hod been re|>orted missing, aud 
he endeavored to Induce her to go In the city 
with him. 
She said would not go with him, 
but she would like tp see a doctor, whose name 
she gave. 
Upon her promising abe would re­ 
main there the young man came to the city to 
summon the doctor, who unfortunately could 
not at the moment be found. 
A message was 
sent to the woman’s relatives, and meanwhile 
the discoverer with two others returned to the 
woods with a cab. 
One of the party tried to 
pass himself us the doctor for whom the wo­ 
man had asked, but *he was too shrewd to be 
so deceived. 
While they were endeavoring to 
l*ersuade her to accompany them one of lier 
relatives arrived whom she at ODce recognized 
and contented to go with. 
She was placed 
in the cab and driven home.” 
And ye* this 
woman, who had the capacity of mental delib­ 
eration to name accurately her own disease 
and invoke the conventional curative agency, 
and was “ too shrewd" to be deceived by a 
feigned personality or resist the rational sum­ 
mons of a relative, bad been wandering for 
nine days in the woods in a tieutiug storm, as 
mad os any inmate of Bedlam. 
It is usually 
regarded as the weakest of makeshift pleas 
for an arraigned criminal to say of bis crime 
that he was “mad" when he committed it; yet 
should the mad woman of Spring Gardens 
commit a murder and make that plea for it 
how could the literal truth of tho assertion 
be gainsaid ? 
Her case, so far as it can be 
judged from the given particulars, seems to 
be one of derangement Ina cerebral spring 
of thought and action that, while obvious in 
its disorder to her general mental system, can­ 
not lie controlled by tho latter. 
The evidence 
of si»ecHic physical disease, for which there 
can be no moral accountability, is as plain as 
it can lie, and, if the French theory is true, 
should aflord basis for an exact diagnosis.

C hicago, December 3.—A singular disclo­ 
sure took place to-day at the “ Home for the 
Friendless," the circumstances lieing as fol­ 
lows: .Some years since Mr. David Grimes, of 
Osceola, la., married a lady of that State, 
the sister of a Mrs. Hoffman. A short time ago 
Mrs. Grimes died, leaving three daughters aud 
a sou. 
On her dying bed she desired that her 
sister might be made a guardian aud mother 
to them. 
Mrs. Hoffman accept 'd the charge, 
aud soon after came to this city, where she 
took up her residence al 113 West Jackson St. 
Mr. Grimes sent her money regularly to de­ 
fray the expenses of clothing, feeding, and 
educating the children, aud received in return 
frequent letters Iron: his sister-in-law, giving 
satisfactory accounts of their progress. 
Yes­ 
terday lie had occasion to pass through Chica­ 
go on his way to New York, and availed him­ 
self of the opportunity to visit his children. 
Ile found the boy with bis aunt, but she sta­ 
ted that the girls had for some weeks been at 
boarding-school. 
She drove with him to the 
building, where be saw t ie girls occupied in 
the Industrial School. 
After leaving her, Mr. 
Grimes happened, in course of conversation 
with a friend, to remark that he had been to 
see his girls at school, and that the school had 
a very odd uame. 
“ What name?" asked his friend. 
“ Why, ‘The Home for tbs Friendless,” ’ re­ 
plied the unsuspecting but puzzled fanner. 
“My God !” exclaimed his city acquaintance; 
“that’s no boarding-school; that’s u charita­ 
ble refuge.” 
It was not many minutes thereafter ere Mr. 
Grimes was at Hie refuge, and had rescued 
and taken home his children. 
He found that 
Mrs. Hoffman bad brought them to the Home, 
declaring herself unable longer to support 
them, their clothing being in tatters. 
On 
leaving the Home the eldest girl swd to the 
matron: 
“ All night long we have cried together,my­ 
self and sisters, because we thought that our 
father hail forgotten us. 
We knew that he 
was able sup|M>rt u*, and when one day I re­ 
alized tiiat this was a charity home, I thought 
I should die. 
I didn’t know why we were left 
here, and we promised each other never to 
say to any one that father was rich. 
I didn’t 
know how rich he is, but I knew he owned a 
very large farm, anil I had heard that each 
one of us children were also heirs to some 
property. 
Then we prayed to God to send 
father to us."

Conscious In s a n ity . 
In Halifax, there has been living for some 
time past, in the custody of near relatives, a 
woman who, while unquestionably insane, is 
as avowedly self-cognizant of her affliction as 
though it were the commonest physical indis­ 
position. Her general unreasonable demean­ 
or and frequent wild acts she herself attributes 
to lunacy; and while thu3 confessing her con­ 
scious dementia she is importunat^or the 
medical treatment to deliver her from n! Some 
days ago she escaped from her guardians, and 
the circumstances of her recovery are thus 
described by the Halifax Chronicle: “Ayoung 
man, while walking in the Tower Woods, ob­ 
served a woman’s shawl lying about thirty 
yards from the Tower road. Hp looked around 
to see if the owner was near, and on closer 
inspection discovered a woman lying on the 
ground under some bushes. As he approach­ 
ed her she partly arose and said, ‘I am crazy.’ 
H eat once judged that she was the insane 
woman who had been reported missing, and 
lie endeavored to induce her to go in the city 
with him. She said would not go with him, 
but she would like tp see a doctor, whose name 
she gave. Upon her‘promising sho would re­ 
main there the young man came to the city to 
summon the doctor, who unfortunately could 
not at the moment be found. A message was 
sent to the woman’s relatives, and meanwhile 
the discoverer with two others returned to the 
woods with a cab. One of the party tried to 
pass himself as the doctor for whom the wo­ 
man had asked, but she was too shrewd to be 
so deceived. While they were endeavoring to 
persuade her to accompany them one of her 
relatives arrived whom she at once recognized 
and consented to go with. She wa3 placed 
in the cab and driven home.’’ And yet this 
woman, who had the capacity of mental delib­ 
eration to name accurately her own disease 
and invoke the conventional curative agency, 
and was “too shrewd” to be deceived by a 
feigned personality or resist the rational sum­ 
mons of a relative, had been wandering for 
nine days in the woods in a beating storm, as 
mad as any inmate of Bedlam. It is usually 
regarded as the weakest of makeshift pleas 
for’an arraigned criminal to say of his crime 
that he was “mad” when lie committed it; yet 
should the mad woman of Spring Gardens 
commit a murder and make that plea for it 
how could the literal truth oí the assertion 
be gainsaid ? Her case, so Tar as it can be 
judged from the given particulars, seems to 
be one of derangement in a cerebral spring 
of thought and action that, while obvious in 
its disprder to her general mental system, can­ 
not lie controlled by the latter. The evidence 
of specific physical disease, for which there 
can be no moral accountability, is as plain as 
it can be, and, if the French theory is true, 
should aflord basis for an exact diagnosis. 


IVam nn’i In h u m a n ity . 
C hicago, December 3 .—A singular disclo­ 
sure took place to-day at the “Home for the 
Friendless,” the circumstances being as fol­ 
lows: Some years since Mr. David Grimes, of 
Osceola, la., married a lady of that State, 
tiie sister of a Mrs. Hoffman. A short time ago 
Mrs. Grimes died, leaving three daughters and 
a sou. On her dying bed she desired that her 
sister might be made a guardian and mother 
to them. Mrs. Hoffman accept’d the charge, 
and soon after came to this city, where she 
took up her resideuce at 113 West Jackson St. 
Ur. Grimes sent her money regularly to de­ 
fray the expenses of clothing, feeding, and 
educating the children, and received in return 
frequent letters fron: his sister-in-law, giving 
satisfactory accounts of their progress. Yes­ 
terday he had occasion to pass through Chica­ 
go on his way to New York, and availed him­ 
self of the opportunity to visit his children. 
He found the boy with his aunt, but she sta­ 
ted that the girls had for some weeks been at 
boarding-school. She drove with him to the 
building, where he saw t ie girls occupied in 
the Industrial School. After leaving her, Mr. 
Grimes happened, in course of conversation 
with a friend, to remark that he had been to 
see his girls at school, and that the school had 
a very odd name. 
“What name?” asked his friend. 
“Why, ‘The Home for the Friendless,’” re­ 
plied the unsuspecting but puzzled farmer. 
“MyGod !” exclaimed his city acquaintance; 
“that’s no boarding-school; that’s a charita­ 
ble refuge.” 
It was not many minutes thereafter ere Mr. 
Grimes was at the refuge, and had rescued 
and taken home his children. He found that 
Mrs. Hoffman had brought them to the Home, 
declaring herself unable longer to support 
them, their clothing being in tatters. On 
leaving the Home the eldest girl sahl to the 
matron: 
“Ail night long we have cried together, my­ 
self and sisters, because we thought that our 
father had forgotten us. 
We knew that he 
was able support us, and when one day I re­ 
alized that this was a charity home, I thought 
I should die. I didu’t know why we were left 
here, and we promised each other never to 
say to any one that father was rich. I didn’t 
know how rich he*is, but I knew he owned a 
very large farm, and I had heard that each 
one of us children were also heirs to some 
property. Then we prayed to God to send 
father to us.” 


An A n ti-S h eriff Steed. 
The New Orleans Times asserts that “ of all 
men living, none have perhaps had more 
thorough or inore distressing acquaintance 
with sheriffs’ officers than Dan Rice, the 
clown and showman,” and goes on to recite 
the following circumstance which occurred in 
1860: 
“ Amoug Dan’s creditors’there was one 
whom he promised to pay before his depar­ 
ture, but failing to do so, his creditor deter­ 
mined to capture the showman, and to that 
end, procuring a writ of seizure against the 
circus, despatched to Carrollton a sheriff’s of­ 
ficer, who, reaching there as the boat was 


about to cast off, hurried aboard, and, look­ 
ing up Dan, told that festive lad he must 
come to time or be tied up. Dan couldn’t 
pay, and told the man so, Intimating to the 
latter, however, that he could seize away to 
his heart’s content. In response to a request 
to point out certain property Dan took the of­ 
ficer to where the horses were kept, and after 
designating four noble chargers, he called es­ 
pecial attention to the filth, a noble animal; 
managing to place the minion of the law di­ 
rectly behind the beast, Dan suddenly made a 
loud, unintelligible exclamation, the horse let- 
fly his heels, and lo, the sheriff’s officer lay on 
the deck, knocked as senseless as a hammer. 
Hurriedly calling assistance, Dan carried the 
man ashore, and before that luckless chap 
could recover had cast off’ his lines and was 
soon steaming up the river. It will be in or­ 
der to remark that the horse in question had 
been trained by Dan for the express purpose

And back of all (bis is the manly 
reason that there is no more justice in a puli- 
lisher or editor tieing a beggar than Hie niem- 
liers of any other profession. 


We find no difficulty in believing the Tri­ 
bune's statement that “ the {locket of the aver­ 
age member of Congress is Ins most sensitive 
part,” and have only to remark that in th o 
particular indicated he is like the “ average’* 
man ail over the world. 
Congress represents 
the people in a very much wider sense than 
the mere crucial one.

Only the Republic is not yet overthrown and 
the Empire is. 
Thus it will lie seen that Bazaine lias fallen 
through one of those unpredictable turns in 
the wheel of Fortune which dispose of men 
and af th# same time throw oil the only prac­ 
tical definition of their offence. 
In a single 
phrase, then, a brave and otherwise unsullied 
officer of the army of France has come to 
grief, not for an essential crime, but for m ak­ 
ing the mistake of sticking to an old friend a 
few days longer than that friend hail power 
to reward his fidelity or to save him from its 
consequences. 
That, in our judgment, is the 
whole story. 
And because of this fact, Hie 
terce of which will surely he appreciated by 
an executive whose hold oil power is so feeble 
and uncertain as that of President MaeMalion, 
we hope soon to hear that Hie unanimous 
recommendation to mercy which was attached 
to Hic finding of the court has been heard 
and heeded in Paris.

lete; but Delaware is too sensible aud too 
plucky a farm to lie bamboozled bito discard­ 
ing a good thing becauao a few pseudo re­ 
formers get up a bowl over it.

The seriou3 illuess of Prof. Agassiz Will shed 
a feeling of regret over the whole country. He 
always had troops of frtends and has attracted 
many moro since certain well-meaning but 
poorly-informed people have insisted on plac­ 
ing him in prominent antagonism to the doc­ 
trine of evolution. Agassiz has not possibly 
done the highest kind of work in naturalistic 
science thus far, several names taking preced­ 
ence of his. However he has been so long 
and favorably known that the peril of his con­ 
dition will suggest the sorrow with which wo 
should all lament his loss. 
Mr. Tremain was a degree unlucky in al­ 
luding to the Tweed case when making his 
maiden speech in Congress. The odious com­ 
parison sat fearfully close upon the consciences 
of some members. He will probably be ac­ 
cused of slipping an advertisement of his 
skill as a criminal lawyer into grave national 
business, and all that. Ben. Butler, it is 
rumored, will reply to the insinuation con­ 
veyed by Mr. Tremain’s reference, and under­ 
take to teach the new representative the 
decorum ho should exhibit towards the old 
sailors on the ship of state. But we imagine 
the audacious hero of Fort Fisher will think 
twice before he attacks so profound a lawyer 
and so irreproachable a man as Lyman Tre­ 
main. And if it should happen that the 
moral of the Boss’s fate has a legitimate call 
to preach in Washington, the New York mem­ 
ber has as good a right as anybody to intro­ 
duce the orator. 
A strong pressure is llíng brought to bear 
upon Congress to restore the freedom from 
postage of all Weekly newspapers circulated 
within the county where published or sent in 
exchange. The pressure comes mainly from 
newspaper publishers, but some is to be cred­ 
ited to politicians who would curry favor with 
editors. It appears to us publishers make a 
mistake in this jnatter. There is no more 
reason why the government should carry any­ 
thing for an editor or publisher than for any 
other man, while by getting the service free 
the publisher must be satisfied with the slip­ 
shod manner in which his papci’3 are deliver­ 
ed. For no one can look a gift-horse in the 
mouth. 
Theu there is no reason why 
dailies should not be sent free as well as week 
lies, as it is claimed upon the ground that 
newspapers disseminate information and 
knowledge. And back of all this is the manly 
reason that there i3 no more justice in a pub­ 
lisher or editor being a beggar than I lie mem­ 
bers of any other profession. 
We find no difficulty in believing the Tri­ 
bune’s statement that “ the pocket of the aver­ 
age member of Congress is his most sensitive 
part,” and have only to remark that in the 
particular indicated lie is like the “ average” 
man all over the world. Congress represents 
the people in a very much wider sense than 
the mere official one. If anything ails our 
vicarious voters at the capital we can rest tol­ 
erably well assured that the same disease 
prevails among “the masses.” Those old dogs 
didn't learn all their new tricks after they 
reached Washington; neither are they of 
another breed from the rest of the kennel.— 
We mean that the demoralization manifest in 
recent legislation is the fruit on the higher 
branches of the same tree whose sap runs 
through millions more. The question now 
whether the jocular gentlemen of the House 
can see that there has come a great moral re 
vulsion; that we are at the cud of an epoch. 
The “ wisdom of this world" just now lies in 
honesty. 


with their master and leader, and this judg­ 
ment will probably never be altered. Burr 
could not claim, either from his position in 
the past or by reason of his iufluencc or prob­ 
able conquests in the future, to represent the 
United States. He was a brilliant aud selfish 
schemer—nothing more. In Frauce,however, 
the fluctuations of authority have been, since 
the death of Louis XVI. especially, so nu­ 
merous and so extreme that there have been 
many occasions on which loyalty to the na­ 
tion and loyalty to the government were con­ 
fused beyond separate and distinct recogni­ 
tion. The side which it was the safer to be 
on could soon he ascertained In any one of 
the crises through which France has passed, 
for the stronger side was always the safer one; 
but whether tha endangered crown or the 
blood-thirsty red republicans of the Fabourg 
St. Antoine really stood for the nation 
once 
was 
a 
puzzle to wiser men 
in those days than Marshal Bazaine. 
Even now the noisy ranters and plottiug in­ 
triguantes who are moving for the restoration 
of the Bourbons in the person of the Count de 
Chambord are related to the government of 
MacMahon in no respect differently from the 
way in which this condemned soldier was 
related to the fugitive monarch of Chiselhurat. 
Only the Republic is not yet overthrown and 
the Empire is. 
Thus it will be seen that Bazaine ha3 fallen 
through one of those unpredictable turns in 
the wheel of Fortune which dispose of men 
and ai the same time throw otl the only prac­ 
tical definition of their offence. In a single 
phrase, then, a brave and otherwise unsullied 
officer of the army of France has come to 
grief, not for an essential crime, but for mak­ 
ing the mistake of sticking to an old friend a 
few days longer than that friend had power 
to reward his fidelity or to save him from its 
consequences. That, in our judgment, is the 
whole story. And because of this fact, the 
force of which will surely be appreciated by 
an executive whose hold on power is so feeble 
and uncertain as that of President MacMahon, 
we hope soon to hear that the unanimous 
recommendation to mercy which was attached 
to the findiug of the court has been heard 
and heeded in Paris. Our foreign dispatches 
say that as the announcement of the sentence 
against Bazaine was rendered, “the crowd 
warmly cheered.” We think it altogether 
likely; the “crowd” in France wants but very 
little induceaient to cheer. When His Majesty 
is on the throne the “crowd" sings out 17re 
le Roi; when the democracy is in power the 
“crowd'’ bellows Vice le Republiqtte, and 
if by some chance Satan himself should come 
to inhabit the Tuileries in propria persona, 
tiiat same crowd would throw up their hats 
and shout IVre le Diable.

A N ew B u re a u . 
In response to the most urgent need of one 
phase of our present politics wc recommend 
to Congress the immediate establishment of a 
Bureau of Certification of Character. The 
reasons for this are too plain to require any­ 
thing more than the briefest mention.

are suffering from a loose custom on the part 
of our officials, and would-be officials, of en­ 
dorsing each other's characters as a matter of 
friendship and favor. For instance Grant 
signed a card to the effect that when Matt. Car­ 
penter spent part ot a certain memorable ev­ 
ening at the Presidential cottage at Long 
Branch last summer, he (Matt) was not drunk 
enough to hurt. On the strength of that tes­ 
timonial Carpenter will preside ovc-r the Sen­ 
ate. Again, Grant gave his old “paid,” Col­ 
fax, a billet dou.c setting forth the virtues of 
that famous Plains campaigner and Christian 
statesman. By virtue of that document Schuy­ 
ler is addressing Sunday Schools, and the “S. 
C.” check remains mysterious as the Rosetta 
stone. And now Bout well certifies to Williams, 
which may help the latter to get confirmed as 
Chief Justice. No more need be said. Fix 
up that Bureau, gentleman, and let us have a 
rest from this careless fashion of “ranting 
tiekets-of-leave. 


The Cat. 
As a veteran observer in New Castle re­ 
marked on seeing the cat applied to the naked 
backs of four metropolitan burglars the other 
day, “ Little Delaware is a bad place to thieve 
iu.” So we should say. The sight of that 
summary fashion of administering justice is 
no loss improving to the morals of the specta­ 
tors than it is instructive and admonitory to 
the victims themselves. There is sometimes 
an outcry made against the pillory and whip- 
piug-post as barbarous and deservedly obso­ 
lete; but Delaware is too sensible aud too 
plueky a farm to be bamboozled into discard­ 
ing a good thing because a few pseudo-re­ 
formers get up a howl over it. Delaware un­ 
derstands her business and don’t need to be 
told that “ licking” is cheaper than imprison­ 
ment, and that it can be repeated as often as 
necesary without cost, beyond the strengtli of 
the sherill and the wear and tear of the cat. 
The schedule of lashes due to special oflenses 
is a little suggestive in two or three of its 
items. Thus, if a “ white” man commits lar­ 
ceny the penalty is twenty lashes; if a “ free 
colored person” does the saíne thing he must 
sutler thirty-nine lashes.” We can only ex­ 
plain the seeming unfairness of this distinction 
upon the supposition that the back of a free 
negro has been found to be almost twice as 
tough as the back oí a free white man. 
By- 
tbe-way, if they continue the practice of trim­ 
ming down the ears of culprits iu Delaware, 
we could send them a few deserviug gentle­ 
men from the list of our acquaintance who 
could bear the process for a long lime and 
yet retain prominent auriculars. 


Bazaluc’s Sentence. 
The only result possible to the trial of Marshal 
Bazaine lias been reached, and consists in his 
having been sentenced by the court-martial to 
degradation from his rank and then to death. 
We say the only result possible, because the 
sentence is that of the Empire pronounced by 
the Republic. Had the facts been reversed 
and Napoloon III. been victor at Sedan no­ 
body would ever have accused Bazaine of trea­ 
son. The fatal blunder of the Marshal was in 
applying to the Nephew the famous political 
theory of Ids Uncle, “ Je suis VetctU.” 
The Duke d’Aumale made the terribly telling 
point against Bazaine, after the latter had ad­ 
mitted with much more frankness than discre­ 
tion that he did not acknowledge the provi­ 
sional government after the flight of his royal 
patron, “ Marshal, though the Emperor had 
fallen, there still was France.” After that 
thrilling and, to a Frenchman, unanswerable 
argument, no prophet’s eyes were needed to 
foresee what the end would be. And yet the 
Duke’s remark is intrinsically worth less in 
France than the counterpart of it would be 
almost anywhere else on’the face of earth. 
In our own history the infatuated devotees 
pf Aaron Burr are written down as traitors

AVe aren't going to fight 
the Spaniards; the Virginias is going to be 
delivered up; Sickles has resigned and every­ 
thing is lovely—let us have peace and set the 
artists at something better. 
—The Episcopalians have carried the Cum­ 
mins matter into the courts. An application 
was made on Wednesday to Judge Farwell, of 
the Chicago Circuit Court, for an injunction 
restraining^the Rev. Charles E. Cheney, lately 
appointed iliuerant Bishop for the West by 
the Reformed Episcopal Church, from further 
exercising power as a minister of the Episco­ 
pal Church. The application is made 011 be­ 
half of several members of Dr. Cheney’s 
church who have opposed his course for some 
time past. This is a very foolish proceeding. 
The less the churches get into court the better 
it will be for the cause of religion. 
—A AA'ashingtou special to the Evening 
Journal says: “ The greatest speech outlie 
back pay yet made lias just been delivered by 
Lyman Tremain of New York. It was listened 
to by the Vice President, prominent Senators, 
and with marked attention by the entire 
House. He called attention to the unmistak­ 
able will of the people demanding the repeal 
of the law, cited the punishment of Tweed in 
outraging public honor, now to be found in 
cell No. 34 of the penitentiary on Blackwell’s 
Island,and was intensely serene on Cox,whom 
he styled the ‘Dow Drop of New York,’ amid 
the great merriment of the whole House. He 
said all should act as one man and immediate­ 
ly repeal the law.” 


Tl*e Cuban Pro»* cu tUe Situation. 
Havana, Dec. 1 1.—Captain-General Jovel- 
lar has issued a proclamation to the people 
announcing that he has received final orders 
to carry out the protocol with America; to 
disobey would involve Cuba 111 war without 
the assistance of Spain. 
The Gorlo Frigio asks all able-bodied men 
between the age? of 18 and 35 be called into 
active military service, and that those be­ 
tween 35 and 45 be placed on the reserve. Of 
the active class 150,000 men could be 
obtained, a force sufficient to crush the rebel­ 
lion. The Voz de Cuba declares that the great 
necessity is to be met without delay,* as the 
home government has already made known 
that it cannot assist us. Cuba must raise 
men and money to save the situation. 
ACTIVITY AT BROOKLYN NAVY-YARD. 
New York, Dec. 11.—The frigate Colorado 
sailed this forenoon. There is continued ac­ 
tivity in every department of the Brooklyn 
nuvy-yard, and most of the attention of the 
construction and engineering departments is 
given to the war ships Florida and Minnesota. 


FRANCE. 
Bazaliie’8 Sentence. 
P aris, Dec. 11.—Presideut MacMahon, be­ 
fore taking action on the appeal for mercy for 
Bazaine, wifi wait for the expiration of the 
usual period of tfelay, during which the court 
may itself reverse the sentence. This period 
ends to-night at midnight aud the President’s 
decision will not be announced until to-mor­ 
row. Duke d’Aumale, President of the court- 
martial, lias gone to BesaDcou to attend ex­ 
clusively to the comtnaud of his army corps 
The Journal de Paris says the unanimity of 
the judges unfortunately indicates that there 
will be ño reconsideration of the sentence, but 
the condemned Marshal may take advantage 
of the lapse of time and plead his splendid 
services to France in mitigation of its severity. 
HIS SENTENCE TO BE COMMUTED. 
London, Dec. 12—6 A. M.—A special dis­ 
patch from Puris to the Daily News reports 
that the President intends 10 commute the 
sentence of Marshal Bazaine to twenty years' 
seclusion. 
London, Dee. 12.—-Later accounts from 
Paris agree that Bazaine received his sentence 
with the greatest calmness. The Berlin press 
regard the verdict as the result of political 
intrigue aud cexsure the conduct of Duke 
d’Aumale. 


LltEAT RRITAIN. 
Londdu’n Unprecedented fog. 
London, Dec. II.—1The dense fog which set 
in 011 Tuesday last continues this mornin 
This almost unprecedented'erudition of the 
atmosphere, even for this city, is having 
serious eflect on business. 
Navigation on- the riy^r is very dangerous. 
No vessels have arrived here for two days, 
captains fearing to move during the fog lest 
they should come in collision with other craft. 
For the same reason the cattle show at 
Agricultural Hall is a failure. Some of the 
animals are perishing, and the owners of many 
others on exhibition have withdrawn them. 
The fog covers an area of about fifty miles 
square, of which London is the centre. Else 
where throughout the country there was :

THE WORKINGMEN. 
A Mass Meeting: in New York. 
New York, Dec. 11.—A mass meeting of 
tbejworkingmen was held at Cooper Institute 
to-night. The hall was densely crowded by 
7:30 o’clock. Several hundred women were 
present. Around the platform were numer­ 
ous mottoes, snch as “We demand the sus 
pension of rent for three months,” “The Gen­ 
eral that commands this army is General Dis­ 
tress,” “ When workingmen begin to think 
monopoly begins to trembie,” and others of 
an equally significant character. A hand bill 
was circulated enumerating the high salaries 
paid to officials and demanding no more sala­ 
ries over $5,000. The number of homeless 
men and women in the city was given at 10,- 
000, those in the station houses 7,500 per 
week and out of 71 trade unions 20,350 men 
are idle and only 5,950 employed. It was 
also stated that there are 180,000 skilled 
workmen idle in this state and 110,000 of all 
classes idle in this city, and 38,000 women 
earning only an average of $3.44 per week. 
Theodore IJ. Banks, a painter, presided. 
John T. Elliot read an address on the duty of 
the government to protect the individual. — 
When the government fails in that duty it 
should be set aside or overthrown. (Applause.) 
John Hulburt read a preamble and resolu­ 
tions, amougst which were: 
W hereas, We wish to avoid all outrage on 
the persons or property of any and depre­ 
cate violence and injustice in any form and 
we only demand the necessaries of life for our­ 
selves and families, not as objects of charity 
but as law-abiding citizens whose right it is to 
demand these of the government which we 
have always supported; 
Resolved, That we will, in this our time of 
need, supply ourselves and our families proper 
shelter and tie necessaries of life, and we will 
send all our bill3 for the same to the city treas­ 
ury to be liquidated until such time as we 
shall obtain work and pay for all our work; 
that we demand work now and pay for work, 
and abolition of the coutract system; that to 
prevent money panics we demand the enact­ 
ment of a law that shall limit the accumula­ 
tions of individual wealth; that is, a law of 
graduated taxation, which shall prevent any 
man or men being able to lock up our circu­ 
lating medium, whether in gold, stocks or 
greenbacks. 
Speeches were also made in German and 
French. A committee of safety was appoint­ 
ed, including one woman. They were in­ 
structed to open communication with the 
Grangers.

SENATE. 
W ashington, Dec. 11.—Me. GARPENTER 
was elected President pro tern, in the absence 
of Vice President Wilson, the vote being : 
Carpenter, 32; Thurman, 16; blank, 2. 
Mr. ANTHONY moved that wheu the Sen­ 
ate adjourn to-day it be to meet again Mon­ 
day. Adopted. 
A bill removing the political liabilities of 
of Thomas S. Bocock of Virginia, Johu H. 
Reagan of Texas and others was passed. 
The bill to authorize the organization of na­ 
tional banks without circulation was taken up 
and after some discussion laid over to be 
called at an early day. 
At 1:20 o'clock the Senate went into execu­ 
tive session. At 3:40 P.M. the doors were 
were re-opened and the Senate adjourned. 
HOUSE. 
Mr. RANDALL of Pennsylvania offered a 
resolution calling on the Secretary of the 
Treasury for information as to the refunding 
of duties since March, 1873. Referred to Com­ 
mittee on Ways and Means. 
The House took up the repeal of the in­ 
creased salaries bill and an extensive discus­ 
sion followed. 
Mr. STEPHENS of Georgia was one of the 
speakers, lie got on his feet with some diffi­ 
culty and not without assistance. Then he 
supported himself with a crutch under his left 
arm. He spoke with a clear, ringing voice 
which wus distinctly audible in every portion 
of the chamber except when he dropped his 
tones, as he very frequently did at the close of 
sentences. His manner was nervous and his 
remarks very digressive, many of his sentences 
being left uncompleted. lie was listened to 
with the closest interest and atteution by mem­ 
bers, officers and audience. He commenced 
by saying that he would examine the question 
before the House first in ita moral and then in 
its political aspect He Spoke of the com­ 
ments of the public press on the subject. He 
wrould say nothiug in derogation of the power 
or usefulness of the press. The position of 
journalists in this country was one of the 
highest. But he would in all earnestness say 
to the press and its conductors that nothing 
was more important than in treating of 
subjects with the masses of people that they 
should look well to the truth, correctness and 
principle of what they addressed to the peo­ 
ple. The press had denounced as thieves and 
robbers the members of the last Congress 
and he had seen one paper which rep­ 
resented the raid on the Treasury very 
much like the charge of the six hundred at 
Balakava. He had thought the wit of that 
representation more appropriate than tli * wis­ 
dom. He said Republicans and Democrats 
are equally responsible for the increase of sal­ 
ary ; contended that Congress bad a perfect 
right to increase its own compensation and 
such increase was always and necessarily re­ 
troactive; that there was ample precedent for 
such increase; that the brightest ornaments of 
American history had subjected themselves to 
the same denunciation as the Forty-second 
Congress. He claimed, that when Congress 
passed the retroactive law of the last session 
it had a constitutional right to do so. He 
was not saying whether it was expedient or 
not, but no blush should rest on the cheek of 
any man, whether he voted for it or not. He 
should have felt that h&> was as justly entitlod 
to it as he was to receive a dollar a day. 
It was a constitutional law, consti- 
tutiouallj- 
passed 
and 
those 
who 
were entitled to pay nnddl it were as much en­ 
titled to the whole of it as they were to any 
dime received under It. He had given it 
as bis opinion in the last speech he 
made 
in the 
House, 
fourteen years 
ago, that if the salaries of members of 
Congress were $10,000, Senators $15,000, 
Chief Justice of the Supreme Court $50,000, 
Asssociate Judges $25,000, and of the Presi­ 
dent $100,000 it would be better for the coun­ 
try at large.. He held the same opinion still. 
He certainly should not vote for the bill report­ 
ed by the committee, but he believed that 
the most that should be asked of Congress 
was the abolition of the franking privilege. 
Mr. GARFIELD of Ohio followed iu reply 
to Stephens, taking a directly opposite ground. 
Mr. RANDALL of Pennsylvania opposed a 
reduction below $7,500. 
Mr. POTTER of New York said there was 
no reason to think differently now tliau when 
in the last Congress. He favored the increase 
of executive and judicial salaries and Con­ 
gressional to $6,500, but opposed back pay. 
Mr. KASSON of Iowa again advocated the 
minority substitute. 
, 
Messrs. SPEAR ot Pennsylvania, CROCKER 
of Massachusettes, SCCDDER of New Jersey, 
DUNNELL of Iowa favored the repeal ef the 
salary law, the latter favoring making the re­ 
peal retroactive. 
Mr. CROSSLAND of Kentucky opposed the 
repeal of the salary law. 
lie had voted 
against the increase, but had taken it when it 
became a law and now’ could not return it if 
lie would and would not if he could, lie paid 
I1Í3 compliments to Mr. Cox under ins new 
sobriquet of “ dew drop,” then turned his at­ 
tention to Judge Lawrence of Ohio, lie in­ 
formed the House that iu one of the annual 
agricultural reports there was a picture or a 
rani which the Commissioners of Agriculture 
had named Judge Lawrence. 
(Laughter.) 
Tnat ram had been brought to Washington 
and boarded by the Agricultural Department 
at the public expense. If Judge Lawrence, in 
whose compliment it had been named, tiad 
not called attention to that extravagance it 
did not become him to complain of any other 
extravagance. The hammer fell before Cross­ 
land had concluded his remarks, but he was 
allowed to proceed under the plea that lie had 
never spoken in the House before and that if 
they would hear him out he would never trouble: 
them again. 
Mr. LAWRENCE of Ohio took the floor in 
reply to many attacks upon him in the course 
of the present delicate discussion which was 
now pretty well exhausted, and it being past 
the usual hour of adjournment Mr. IIALE of 
Maine, who bad charge of the bill, moved the 
previous question ou its third reading. The 
friends of the minority bill and all who were 
in favor of a more sweeping measure 
than that proposed by the majority bill, 
in conjunction with those who desired 
to offer amendments in regard to the restora­ 
tion of the franking privilege, <fcc., rallied to 
vote down the previous question. The vote 
was taken by tellers and resulted ayes 100, 
noes 145, so the House refused to second the 
previous question and Mr. KASSON of Iowa, 
who had reported the minority bill, obtained 
control of the subject. lie yielded to Mr. 
ORTH of Indiana, who moved to recommit 
the hill to the select committee, with instruc­ 
tions to report a bill repealing the whole sal­ 
ary act of the last Congress so far as the same 
could be donejunder the Constitution, and 
to ascertain the average amount 
of 
salary, mileage, aud all other allow- 
lowances, exclusive of any estimate for the 
franking privilege, that was paid to Senators, 
Representatives and Delegates in the Forty- 
first Congress and to report a bill to morrow 
fixing the compensation at the amount thus 
ascertained as nearly as practicable with the 
necessary traveling expenses and restoring all 
other salaries as they were before the passage 
of the net. 
The SPEAKER, in answer to a number of 
inquiries all over the house, explained the par­ 
liamentary status of the bill, aud without 
coming t* a vote 011 the proposition the House 
at 4:45 P. M. adjourned.

The Missouri delegation attending the Civil 
Rights Convention, headed by representative 
Stauard, the Mississippi delegation beaded by 
representative Lynch and the Virginia and 
other colored delegations called in separate 
bodies to-day upon the President. 
THE TRANSPORTATION COMMITTEE. 
During the last recess of Congress the Sen­ 
ate Committee 011 Transportatieu Routes to 
the Seaboard traveled together or as 
sub-committees an aggregate for one 
person of over 60,000 miles and were engaged 
in the collection of statistics, &c., an aggre­ 
gate for one person Of over 365 days.

-Ex-Governor Seymour has .written a letter 
on the finances to a gentleman in Wisconsin.

The 
process of preparation is said to be of a novel 
character. Efforts to utilize the bamboo are 
being made with more or less success.

We were entertained with great kindness, 
and departed this morning as much puzzled 
as ever regarding our quiet hostess. But as 
we drove away we were overtaken by one of 
their neighbors, who gave us this explana­ 
tion:Some five years ago the good woman had 
lost two children by scarlet fever, aud she 
grieved sorely, and would not to comforted. 
\> hile in this despairing state she was per­ 
suaded to attend a protracted meeting. The 
etlcet upon her mind was distressing. She 
felt that she had committed the unpardonable 
sin; that “the words of her mouth had not 
been acceptable in IIÍ3 sight,” and so she re­ 
corded a vow that she never again would ut­ 
ter a syllable, and she never has.

Last ulght was a good one for fires, or at 
least for alarms, and oaf firemen were put 
through a lively drill In the matter of running.
